c. Discussion and Consideration of a Petition for SLUP 2021-0005 AA&A Auto Sales - E. Scott 

Wood 

Council Member Wallace made a motion to approve the Petition for SLUP 2021-0005 

AA&A Auto Sales with the following  conditions: 

 

1) The site must be developed in accordance with all applicable city codes and ordinances and 

recommendations from review staff. 

2) The business shall comply with the standards of Section 4.3.2.32 Vehicle Sales. 

3) The parking shall be re-milled, paved, and striped. 

4) Provide 12 customer parking spaces. 

5) Provide adequate accessible customer parking. 

6) Provide landscaping per Section 8.9 Landscaping Standards for Parking Lots of the Zoning 

ordinance. Include street trees, planters at the entrance, and a canopy tree in the grassy area 

behind the building. 

7) The ground sign shall be brought into compliance with the sign ordinance. 

8) The wooden fence shall be repaired. 

9) The trash and debris shall be removed from the site. 

10)  Property shall be re-platted to include the parking spaces on the adjacent property owned 

by Kimco. 

 

Council Member Granison provided the second. The motion carried unanimously.   

 

d. Public Hearing of a Petition for SLUP 2021-0006 374 Valley Hill Road, Church -E. Scott Wood 

 

Economic Director Nicole Dozier provided an overview of the Petition for SLUP 2021-0006
